LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

SB 1239, as introduced, Wolk. Pupil health: school health services.

Existing law establishes criteria for employment of school medical
personnel, and declares the intent of the Legislature that fundamental
school health services be maintained, by the governing board of each
school district and each county superintendent of schools, at alevel that
is adequate to accomplish specified goals, including, among others,
fulfilling existing state requirements and policiesregarding pupil health.

This bill would make a nonsubstantive change to these provisions.
